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The Honor Lists 


2EEDERS have been very generally agreed as to the 
B wisdem of discontinuing the awards for butterfat and 

milk records. This change of policy, however, raised 
the problem of how best to retain the publicity value that 
went with the winning of high place in the prize list and 
which had become to be regarded as of more value than 
the prize money, itself. Mr. Gardner partially solved the 
problem by presenting the Honor Lists in which the lead- 
ing records of the year and the class and division were 
published in pamphlet form for distribution. 

There remained, however, the problem of summarizing 
the winnings of each owner and breeder and of the daugh- 
ters of each sire in a form that would take full advantage 
of the publicity feature. The Advanced Registry office 
was unwilling to sponsor any arbitrary allotment of 
points for each place in the list that could be added up 
as the prize money had been in previous years. After 
careful consideration of the problem from all angles, the 
World has made such an arbitrary allotment on a basis, 
which, in many respects, is more satisfactory that the old 
system of adding up the amount of prize money awarded. 

The details of this system of points appear in full on 
page ten of this issue. All classes start with twenty-five 
points for first place for butterfat production, second place 
being alloted twenty points, third place seventeen, and 
subsequent places one less point for each place until one 
is reached, after which all places in the list receive credit 
for one point. For milk production first places are given 
twenty points on the theory that the ratings for milk are 
of slightly less importance than those for _ butterfat. 
Second place for milk has fifteen points, third twelve 
and then a decrease of one point for each succeeding place 
down to one, after which all places receive credit for one 
point. Greater difference is made between first and 
second and second and third for the reason that there is 
more difference in the actual honor in the places nearest 
the top and it was felt that after the highest places were 
awarded, there was not much practical difference in the 
lower places so long as the animal appeared in the list 
at all. 

A more exact basis of awards could have been worked 
out, if the points alloted were to have been printed in 
subsequent issues of the Honor List, so that each breeder 
could tell at a glance how many points had been alloted 
to his winnings. However, as these arbitrary allotments 
were not to be published by the Association in their list, 
it seemed desirable to have a system of awards as simple 
and easily understood and remembered as possible,, and 
we feel that the system presented meets all requirements 
under existing conditions in a reasonably satisfactory 
manner. 

__ The great advantage in such a system over a compila- 
tion of the actual prize money awarded lies in the fact 
that in the award of prize money, the rule of limitation 
debarred any breeder from winning over three prizes in 
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any one prize division. Thus, ,the breeder who secured 

high standing in the totals must of necessity carry 
testing work in the 7-day, 30-day, ten months "and a. 
divisions because he could win but three prizes jp Pe 
one division. The greatest inequality, however, occurne 
in the listing of credits for the sires of prize winners 
Under the old system, a sire whose daughters were teg : 
all in one herd was at a big disadvantage as compan 
to the sire whose daughters were making good rest 
in a number of different herds. Under the point system 
the breeder and each sire is credited with all of the 
points to which his work during the year entitles in 
whether the records are made in one herd or severa] > 

In making up the Honor List, Mr. Gardner debarreg 
all records in which the average fat content was below 
three per cent. The old rule for the Prize List was thay 
records showing an average percentage below three Der 
cent or above five per cent were debarrred from Prize 
money, although the records themselves were liste in 
the prize list. In future Honor Lists, we would like to 
see a regulation adopted whereby all records for both milk 
and fat would be listed in their proper place in the Honor 
Lists, simply withholding a rating from records Showing 
an average test below three per cent in the Honor Lists 
for milk and from those records showing an average test 
above five per cent in the Honor List for butter. : 

In other words, the cow producing enough butterfa; 
to win a place in the Honor Lists would be given credit 
for her production, even though the fat content was below 
three per cent. Similarly, every cow producing enough 
milk to win a place in the Honor Lists for milk would he 
given credit for her winning, even though the fat cop. 
tent were above five per cent, but the cow testing over 
five per cent would get no rating on her butter record and 
the cow testing below three per cent would get no rating 
on her milk record, although the names, we believe, should 
appear in the list in both cases. We would like to see this 
suggestion given consideration in the preparation of future 
Honor Lists. 

Two weeks ago, we presented an analysis of the Honor 
Lists, showing the owners of the winning animals. with 
the points credited to them, as shown in the accompanying 
schedule. This week, we have analyzed the Honor Lists 
from the standpoint of the sires of the winners. A new 
leader appears from California, this being the well 
known young sire, King Korndyke Pontiac 20th. Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, leader for the two pre 
ceding years ranks second. King Korndyke Pontiac 20th 
has been in service in a number of the leading California 
herds and is so generally recognized as an outstanding 
sire in California that the statement has been made that 
more of his sons head prominent herds in that state 
than can be claimed for any other sire. This is in spite 
of the fact that he is still a comparatively young bull. 

He is a son of Miss Valley Mead De Kol Walker, a 
former world’s champion producer and the cow which the 
Morrises feel is the best one they have ever bred and de 
veloped. She has three records above 1000 lbs. butter, 
one of her 1100-lb. records being made in three-year-old 
form. She is by Prince Gelsche Walker, a Hartshorn bred 
bull that has made a great name in California and is out 
»9f the De Kol of Valley Mead family on the dam’s side. 
The sire of the new leader, King Korndyke Pontiac, is a 
son of King of the Pontiacs out of May Korndyke 24d, a 
30-lb. sister to the dam of Segis Pietertje Prospect, while 
the next dam is a granddaughter of Prilly and was the 
youngest 30-lb. cow of the breed at the time she made her 
record. King Korndyke Pontiac 20th, therefore, is bred 
for the position he has taken among the sires of the breed. 
In an early issue, we will present a similar analysis in 
which the points will be credited to the men who have 
bred the animals in the Honor Lists. 


Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid 


S OUR leading feature this week, we tell the story of 
A another epoch making event in Holstein-Friesian de 

velopment. The first record above 1000 lbs. fat was 
completed November 24, 1911, nearly twelve years ago, by 
the Holstein cow, Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d. Since that 
date, the total of cows of this breed in United States and 
Canada, exceeding the 1000-lb. mark, has grown to sevel: 
ty-four, with ten Jerseys and six Guernseys likewise prc 
ducing above this figure. 

The Jersey cow, Vive La France, was the first cow o 
any breed to make two records above 1000 Ibs. fat, her 
second record being completed about three or four years 
ago. She enjoyed this distinction alone until a little ove

veg a comes the announcement that Adirondac Wietske 
Dairy Maid has completed her third record above 1000 
lbs fat, each time in connection with over 31,500 Ibs. milk. 
She thus stands alone in the dairy realm as the only cow 
of any preed to make three records either above 1000 lbs. 
fat or 30,000 lbs. milk. She will hold the honor for some 
time, as her Jersey rival, Vive La France, died this past 
spring and her Holstein rival De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, 
was severely crippled with rheumatism during the later 
art of her test and was not bred until after her test 
was finished. Therefore, even under the most favorable 
conditions, she will not be starting another record until 
the best part of a year is spent and another vear will be 
required to complete the record, so that for two years, at 
least, Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid will stand alone as 
the only cow with three records above 1000 Ibs. fat. 

As the breed develops and our standards of perform- 
ance are raised higher and higher, we come to attach 
more and more importance to life-time records of pro- 
duction. The performance of Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid, year after year from first freshening in short-time 
test and during each of the years she has been run for 
the year, sets a shining mark for the rest to shoot at for 
years to come. Our congratulations are extended to the 
Bridgford Holstein Company and California, which 
through the development of this cow and her family. has 
performed a service to the breed that will go down 
through the ages.

Edith won the junior prize at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show in 1922 and won 
the blue ribbon at the Wisconsin Jun- 
ior Live Stock exposition held at the 
Wisconsin College of Agriculture, 
Madison. Alice placed second. 

Edith and Alice invested their win- 
nings in live stock. They now own 
seven head of registered Holsteins, 
two ponies, eight purebred sheep and 
the typey young bull, Wayside Sir 
Ollie Longfield, a grandson of the 
famous Iowana Sir Ollie, grand cham- 
pion at the National Dairy Show in 
1919. 

The good looking young bull pub- 
lished on the Junior Page of the June 
2 issue was incorrectly labeled as 
Wayside Sir Ollie Longfield. Edith 
and Alice will enter their bull in the 
Rock County Show Herd this fall and 
we shall watch with interest the re- 
ports of the state fairs of the Middle 
West and the National Dairy Show.

A record of 26.52 lbs. butter, 440.7 
lbs. milk in 7 days is reported for the 
junior two-year-old, Aaggie Johanna 
Matador 628406, owned by Carnation

She is a daughter of Segis Walker 
Matador, famous full brother of Mat- 
ador Segis Walker and is out of the 
33-lb. cow, Aaggie Cornie Johanna, 
who has three other daughters in the 
Carnation herd sired by Segis Walker 
Matador. The two elder sisters each 
made over 1100 lbs. in a year in three- 
year-old form, while the third daugh- 
ter made over 20 lbs. butter in 7 
days as a two-year-old. This is a 
most remarkable family group of full 


sisters and with continued develop- 
ment, they should make more inter- 
esting Holstein history. A _ photo-

“Aaggie” Still Going Strong 

In our June 2d issue, we presented 
the .story of the grade cow, Aaggie, 
owned by S. W. Barber, Scottsburg, 
New York. This great cow completed 
a year record in cow testing associa- 
tion work of 1129.4 lbs. butterfat, with 
25,295 lbs. milk. In this story men- 
tion was made that freshening again 
in March, Aaggie was going stronger 
than ever and her May report 
with a total of 3,279.8 lbs. milk, 127.91 
lbs. butterfat, was given. The follow- 
ing report on her June production is 
contained in a letter from Mr. Bar- 
ber, from which we quote: 

“During the month of June, the pro- 
duction of my Aaggie cow was the 
largest by far of any month this year. 
After the supply of beets was exhaust- 
ed I substituted green alfalfa and was 
much surprised to have her gain 
steadily on her milk until she reached 
the high point of 120.4 lbs., for the 
highest seven consecutive days she 
made 816.1 lbs. milk. The heat the 
latter part of the month was very try- 
ing on her and I was compelled to 
change her ration entirely, substitut- 
ing a light mixture of equal parts of 
groundoats, oilmeal, and bran. This 
was fed for several days until the 
weather moderated when the old ra- 
tion was again fed with the exception 
of the cornmeal, which was omitted. 
Her daily average for the month was 
110.1 lbs., while on the day that the 
tester came she milked 110.4 lbs. Her 
month’s credit was for 3,303 lbs. milk, 
testing 3.8 per cent, making 125.5 lbs. 
fat. 

“Aaggie’s heifer has freshened, 
dropping a nice heifer calf that so 
nearly resembles the old cow as to 
markings that one might easily mis- 
take it for her’s. The heifer is doing 
fine and gives every promise of fol- 
lowing in the old cow’s footsteps.” 





Two Famous Sisters Die 

We are sorry to have to report the 
recent death of two of the world’s 
record group of three full sisters, 
owned by George Young & Son, Man- 
hattan, Kansas. These three full sis- 


ters all had records above 700 Ibs. 


fat, and 23,000 lbs. milk. In addition 
to their production, these young cows 
were noted for their individuality and 
had been shown successfully at a 
number of Kansas fairs. The highest 
butterfat producer of Kansas, Lady 
Volga Colanthus 2d, with 28,112.3 lbs. 
milk, 951 lbs. fat, and Lady Volga Co- 
lanthus 3d, with over 23,000 Ibs. 
milk, 740 lbs. fat, are the two which 
recently died. Their death occurred 
shortly after calving, one from infec- 
tion in the uterus and entire abdomi- 
nal cavity, possibly from a ruptured 
uterus, and the other from an inverted 
uterus. A bull calf sired by the old 
Maid Henry bull, from Lady Volga Co- 
lanthus 3d was saved, while the bull 
calf from the state champion unfortu- 
nately died. This is a real loss, not 
only to the owners but to the entire 
breed:

His place 
will be taken by P. C. McGilliard, who 
has been in the department for the 
past three years and has been in 
close touch with tthe duties of the 
position.

GLENWOOD FARM DISPERSAL 


The Glenwood Stock Farm’s dispersal at Riverside, California, scheduled 
for June 27-28-29 was concluded in two days, thirty-six buyers absorbing the 
offering of 213 head catalogued and 16 head of new-born calves, in record 
time. While the grand average $179 is not particularly impressive, yet it 
is a figure that will bear some analysis. Of the total number of catalogued 
animals 80 unblemished cows and heifers of milking age sold for $22,270 
an average of $278.28. Bred heifers, practically all recently bred, sold for 
$4,970, an average of $177.67. Open heifers, practically all from a few weeks 
up to under one year, sold for $6750, an average of $100.16. Bulls, mostly 
calves, sold for $1,640, an average of $102.15. Blemished cows and heifers 
sold for $1,440, an average of $94. Seven cows that reacted to the tuberculin 
test sold for $1,215, an average of $173. Taken as a whole, buyers secured 
some great bargains, the buyers of young heifers faring especially well. 
The entire 213 catalogued animals made a grand total of $38,255, an average 
of $179. Ninety head were sold the first day and the balance on the second 
day. Colonel Ben Rhoades had a comparatively easy time during the session, 
— Rhoades selling approximately three-fourths of the cattle in excellent 
orm.

Corn from Argentina can now be 
laid down at our Atlantic seaports at 
about 88 cents a bushel, whereas 
Jowa corn, worth 70 cents a bushel 
on the farms, costs about a dollar 
laid down at these ports. This is the 
discovery of Wallace’s Farmer. To 
transport corn from Argentina farms 
to the Atlantic sea board costs at 
the present time, exclusive of tariff, 
about twenty cents a bushell. To 
transport it from Iowa farms to this 
seaboard costs about 28 cents a bush- 
el. At the present time the cost of 
corn on the farm is considerably 
more than the Liverpool price, less 
the cost of freight and handling. At 
such a time the tariff and better qual- 
ity of his product affords genuine pro- 
tection to the American farmer. At 
present, high freight rates are doing 
more to keep American farmers out 
of foreign markets than any other one 
cause.—Capper’s Weekly.
